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TARIFF RULINGS. 

Some of the decisions of the Seo- 
retary of the Treasury, defining under 
what sections or paragraphs in the 
tariff law they should be classified, 
have a different effect from what was 
contemplated by the framers of the 
original bill. A case in point is that 
where the Secretary of the Treasury 
rules that muriate of eocaine shall 
be classified under paragraph 76, and 
that it shall pay duty at the rate of 
| ewenty-five per cent. ad valorem. 
Heretofore this article has been a:l- 
mitted under paragraph 74, as & mMo- 
dicinal preparation, paying duty at 
the rate of fifty cents per pound. As 
the article costs upwards of five dol- 


‘Ol lars per ounce it will be seen that 


the ruling makes an important in- 
crease in the duty. This decision, it 
is stated, was made in accordance 
with a recent court decision making 
the duty oncbloralhydratetwenty-five 
per cent. ad valorem, instead of fifty 
cents perpound. Aschloral hydrate is 
worth only about one dollar per pound 
the change in this case is a reduction 
of fully one half in the duty assessed. 
That both these products are prop- 
erly classified may not be questioned, 
but the different effect shows the ab- 
surdity of what are popularly called 
“drag net’’ clauses in the tariff law. 
There are too many paragraphs, gen- 
eral in their character, with wide dif- 
ferences in their effect on the articles 
embraced therein. The list of articles 
specifically enumerated, especially in 
the chemical schedule, should be 
greatly extended.

PORK PACKERS’ PEPSIN WAR. 


The methods employed by the “‘pork- 
packing” manufacturers of pepsin 
to extend the sale of their product 
has precipitated a war of prices, which 
has brought quotations down to an 
extremely low point. The conflict 
has been raging now for some time, 
but it is only within a comparatively 
recent period that prices have been 
remarkably affected. In passing it 
might be said that the warfare is con- 
fined exclusively to the hog slaughter- 
ers,the other manufacturers. who have 
no abattoir attached to their labora- 
tories, contenting themselves with 
looking after their own growing busi- 
ness and wondering where it will end. 
They, the pharmaceutical manufac- 
turers, can afford to do this because 
the sale of their well-tested and well- 
established medicinal brands, is hard- 
ly affected at all by the very low 
prices quoted for the porkpackers’ 
pepsin. There are several mak- 
ers of the latter class, and 
each claims that his product is supe- 
rior to anything else on the market. 
Each has undoubted facilities for pro- 
ducing unlimited quantities at a 
trifling cost, as they have no other 
use for the immense number of pig 
stomachs they turn out daily, and 
whatever they get for the resulting 
pep3in, after paying the salaries of a 
few workmen and salesmen, ought 
to be so much clear gain. 

Yet the exigencies of competition 
are such that they are not permitted 
to enjoy this gain without the expen- 
diture of much time and labor, and 
though they have succeeded in mo- 
nopolizing the trade of the chewing 
gum manufacturers, which, all told, 
amounts to’ between ten thousand 
and fifteen thousand pounds per 
year, their balance sheets would 
make a better showing if they 
had other and larger outlets. 
Therefore they have doubled and 
redoubled their exertions to se- 
cure the patronage of pharmacists 
and physicians. They have dropped 
their quotation for one hundred 
ounce lots of pepsin, claimed to test 
3,500, to about two dollars a pound, 
and are doubtless prepared to make 
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The total receipts at all ports 
of spirits of turpentine show a 
gradual yearly increase from 337,- 
711 barrels in 1883-4 to 468,574 bar- 
rels in 1892-3, and of rosin from 
563,317 barrels in 1883-4 to 1,818,098 
barrels in 1892-3. The average price 
of spirits for May-August was thirty- 
three cents and forSeptember-Decem- 
ber thirty-five and one half cents per 
gallon. For rosin the average price 
for May-August was one dollar 
and sixty-eight cents and for Septem- 
ber-December one dollar and fifty- 
seven and one-half cents. To show 
this more clearly we append the fol- 
lowing statistics :

Florida being mainly relied upon to 
augment the supplies now needed for 
the extensive demand that is daily in- 
creasing in magnitude. Nearly all of 
this new region has, through the ad- 
vantages of railroad enterprise, been 
made accessible, and is now prac- 
tically taken up by producers. 

During the season of 1892-93, prices 
were unprofitable and turpentine was 
sold below the cost of production. 
This condition in trade caused pro- 
ducers to adopt measures of protec- 
tion, and an agreement was entered 
into to the effect that but little new 
territory should be opened, the pro- 
duction lessened, the surplus stock 
exbausted and pricesenhanced. With 
such, a reduction inthe crop, which 
has yearly been yielding an increase 
to the supplies, added to the 
falling off in the old territory, the 
supplies should not exceed the de- 
mand, even allowing for unfavorable 
consumption. The receipts during 
March, which are somewhat indica. 
tive of the new year’s crop,show a de- 
crease in Savannah of fully forty per 
cent. as against the sam _ period of 
last year. 

The average price of May-August 
and September-December each year, 
gives a currect idea of the price of 
each crop. Such a statement shows 
the average price of turpentine for the 
past ten years to have been 
thirty-three cents, and for rosin 
one dollar and eight cents to 
two dollars and sixty cents for 
the grades E. to N., last year 
being about the average for rosin, but 
the lowest for spirits in the ten years, 


PIG LEAD PROSPECTS. 


Although the general features of 
the pig lead market have kept the ar- 
ticle prominently in view since the 
beginning of the year, the develop- 
ments have not been of a character to 
give rise to unusual comment. Yet, 
the enhanced prices at which the me- 
tal has been selling may be taken as 
indicating that there exists a latent 
strength independent of manipula- 
tive influences. The fact that values 
have this year been relatively higher 
and better sustained than they were 
in 1892, and that this improvement 
has not arisen from irregular causes 
nor from any extraordinary demands 
for eonsumption, is proof that the pig 
lead situation presents encouraging 
features. It is understood that sup- 
plies in the hands of consumers are 
ample and consequently the moves 
ment during the immediate future 
will probably be only of seasonable 
proportions and no material departe 
ure from current quotations are an- 
ticipated in the near future. 

In venturing a prediction relative 
to the future of pig lead, an elemént 
enters into the situation which is de- 
serving of more than casual consid- 
eration, that being the relation which 
the silver question bears to the lead 
industry. When it is remembered 
that the bulk of the lead ore is pro- 
duced in connection with silver min- 
ing operations, it will be readily seen 
how a decreased output of silver 
would naturally entail a diminished 
production oflead. The depression 
in silver and the unsettled state’ 





the question generally, may ultimately 
induce a substantial curtailment in 
the production and in that event, of 
course, a shortage in the domestic 
Whether such a 
contingency will stimulate a higher 
range of values, will depend largely 
upon the ability of foreign producers 
to meet the deficiency by sending 
shipments of lead to the American 
markets at prices which will check 
an advance in native lead. In view

of the low prices ruling abroad, this 


would seem to be possible, yet itis 


not evident that foreign values will 
remain depressed, and should an up- 
ward movement set in, it will remove 
a possible obstacle to further ad- 
vances in the American markets. Al- 
though the prospects for pig lead are 
not free from uncertainties, the posi- 
tion which it occupies to-day seems 
favorable to the development of adil-

THE WINDOW GLASS SITUATION. 


As a result of the incorporation of 
the National Glass Company and the 
completion of the scheme of organiza- 
tion of the importing interests, the 
window glass market is placed on 4 
stronger basis than it has, possibly, 
ever occupied in the past, That is to 
say that the cutting of prices has been 
completely stopped, because the Amer- 
ican consolidation, controlling fully 
ninety-two per cent, of the entire pro- 
duction, is powerful enough to keep 
the few remaining outside manufac. 
turers in line, while the whole of the 
importing interest is believed to be 
working witha view to putting prices 
on a profitable basis. 

The scheme under which the Amer- 
ican manufacturers have been able to 
rescue the market from complete de- 
moralization, as they claim, contem- 
plates an amalgamation of interests 
on a plan that closely follows the lines 
of the much execrated trust system, 
but which is still claimed to be within 
the line of lawful business combi- 
nations. It could not well be other- 
wise, it is said, since the best legal 
minds have been at work with the 
object of formulating a plan that 
would not be likely to meet with 
antagonism from the opponents of 
trusts. 

We have. been able to secure an out- 
line of the plan under which the Na- 
tional Glass Company proposes to con- 
duct its selling business. Ata meeting 
of the directors of the company, held 
last week, rules to govern the sale of 
glass from April 17th, to such time as 
a change may be deemed advisable, 
were adopted. According to these 
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tions with reference to the allowances 


for freight, a considerable change is 


made in quotations in the West. The 


markets on the Pacific slope are still 
open and the regulations adopted in 
the East do not apply tothem, The 
object which has been uppermost in 
the minds of the manufacturers has 
been'the protection of the interests of 
large buyers against the competition 
of small buyers, and they believe this 
object has been accomplished by the 
adoption of a system of rebates to 
buyers of $5,000 worth of glass and 
over, on one order, or a number of 
orders placed within thirty days, 
with any member of the company. 
Not satisfied with a national organi- 
zation of the producing and distrib- 
uting interests, those who have 
worked up this scheme have sug- 
gested the appointment of a com- 
mittee whose duty it shall be to assist 
in the organization of local associa- 
tions of manufacturers, jobbers and 
distributers, and they have already 
started in on their work. The trade has 
been notified that all members of the 


company, on receiving from the sec- 


retary notice of the prices made by 


such local organizations, must ob- 


serve them as religiously as though 
they emanated from the parent body. 
There are many details connected 


with the operations of the so-cslled 


glass trust that cannot be given at 
the present time, but which all tend 
to give it astrong hold on the busi- 
ness, and precludes the possibility of 


effective competition, for some time to 


come at least. It is claimed by those 
who are interested in this latest move- 
ment that the scheme adopted is sim- 
ply the result of a well defined be- 


lief, based on an actual experience 


ranging over many years, that no 
other course to prevent possible an- 
nihilation was open to the American 
manufacturers,

She fell in with 
the whales, however, and Capt. Gif- 
ford writes that with more casks he 
could have filled the ship. 


In a suit by the Southern Cotton 
Oil Company vs. the Smith & Vaile 
Company to enjoin infringement of 
the Vaile patent for a process and ap- 
paratus used in the manufacture of 
cottonseed oil and linseed oil, Judge 
Taft of the United States Circuit 
Court, at Cincinnati, refused the in- 
junction and declared the patent 
void, for the want of novelty and 

atentable invention. The patent 

as been very extensively used 
throughout the whole country, and, 
it is said, was sold at the time for a 
million dollars in stock.

OBITUARY. 


HENRY SPURLOCK. 


Mr. Henry Spurlock, one of the 
best known and most popular busi- 
ness men of Nashville, Tenn ., died in 
that city on the 14thinst. Mr. Spur. 
lock had been ill only a short time, 
and the announcement of his death 
was a great shock to his host of 
friends. The immediate cause of Mr. 
Spurlock’s death, in the opinion of 
his physician, was paralysis of the 
brain. 

The death of Mr. Spurlock is a se- 
vere loss to the business interests of 
Nashville. He was one of the most 
progressive young men in the city. 
He was one of the best drug 
men in Nashville, having been prac- 
tically reared in the business, as he 
entered it when a per. 

He was a son of Mr. James Spur- 
lock, a prominent farmer of Warren 
county. He came to Nashville in 
1867, and a short while afterwards 
was employed as a clerk in the whole- 
sale drug store of Litterer & Oa- 
bler. By strict attention to busi- 
ness he soon gained the confidence of 
the firm and was given a responsible 

osition in the house. pon the 

eath of Mr. Oabler he was admitted 
as a member of the firm, and in 1881, 
after the big fire on Market street. 
which destroyed the drug house o 
this firm, Mr. William Litterer re- 
tired and the firm of Spurlock, Page 
& Oo. was formed. They were suc- 
ceeded by the present firm of Spur- 
lock, Neal & Co, 

Mr. Spurlock was 4 man of the high- 
est integrity. He had business cupa 
city and good judgment, He was 
well informed and possessed of a re- 
markable memory. He was a fine 
conversationalist but was at all times 
modest and retiring. He was the 
youngest and last member of a family 
of seven children. His only near 
relatives are two nieces and one 
nephew.

Key West Sponge Matters. 
Key West, Fxa., April 8, 1893. 
Editor Orn, Paint anD Drua REPORTER: 
Having read with somewhat amaze 
ment the rowing communication 
signed “New York Sponge Company” 
in the daily Equator Democrat of Key 
West, Fla. In order to give to the 
public the knowledge of the real facts 
as to how the New York Sponge Com. 
pany came intoexistence, I am com- 
pelled to state the facts and events 
that have taken place previous to the 
formation of the New YorkSponge Oo., 
and gave birth to its existence: 
From the Equator Democrat, April 7. 
New Yorks, March 24, 1893, 
Editor Equator Democrat. 


Various articles peving been published here 
and meetings held by the fishermen in Key 
West Ypilitying the New York Sponge Oo.. we 
deem ita uty owing to the misapprehens- 
ions under which they are laboring regarding 
our relations toward the fishermen and vessel 
owners, to give them a plain, concise state- 
ment of the facts as to the conception and 
object of the formation ofthe New York 

ponge Co, com as it is of all the reput- 
able sponge houses in New York who for- 
merly had buyers in Key West. 

Mr, E. J. Arapian in the spring of 1891 came 
to New York and persuaded the various 
houses that. owing to the competition here, 
the result of which no money was being made 
and the heavy expenses being entail 
each, both here and at Key West, to join thei 
interests and form the New York Sponge Co., 
thereby reducing expenses to a 
which of itself would yield a fair profit, where 
heretofore goods had been sold at cost or at 
a small margin. 

If the existence of the company or Mr. E. 
J. Arapian’s connection with I has been 
kept a secret from the vessel owners and 
fishermen, and thereby when that existence 
and connection became known our antagon- 
ism was engendered between them and our- 
selves, he alone is responsible for that result, 
as we neither directed or controlled his 
methods in these gesposss. 

Mr. Arapian was made sole buyer at Key 
West. under contract until January 1st, 1893, 
at which time we dispensed with his ser- 


vices. 
Since the formation and until the prese 
time the company has only asked a fair fold 
and no favor, the market being open to 
everyone desiring to purchase, ani so far 
from desiring or eneouraging “starvation 
prices” for the fishermen, we have been 
ed. according to our statements from

fair, liberal prices, butin our last purchases 
of Rock Island she+p’s wool very excessive 
prices. and if the fishermen and vessel own- 
ers have not received such, this company is 
not to be held responsible. as other parties 
have purchased in Key West and undersold 
the company’s closest prices, and it is natu- 
ral to conclude they must have made money, 
and bought cheaper than what the company 
was charged for the goods. 

The company is in no sense whatever a 
trust and buysin an open market as others

of dissolv'ng. no standing reports cir- 
culated falsely to the contrard

our previous buyer. r. . Arapain, 
charged us liberal and high prices, we leave 
the fishermen and vessel owne's to solve the 
problem why they received “starvation 
prices.” and if such is the case in what 
manner can the New York Sponge Co. be 
held accountable forit.

I shall give a concise history of the 
events and happenings from the birth 
or existence of above company to its 
— days. Everything stated 

erein can be shown by letters writ- 
ted to me by several individuals now 
ame 3 the New York Sponge Co. I 
have the (undesirable sometimes to 
some) habit of keeping letters that I 
receive, as I believe in business meth- 
ods, such as enable one to refer to let- 
ters to refresh the memory. 

During 1888, a certain house which 
claims to be the largest house among 
the sponge importers of New York 
city, commenced sending me orders 
for shipments of spongesand after re. 
ceiving several shipments they gave 
me orders to make to them steady 
weekly shipments, and after a short 
while to make large shipments ($10,000 
worth a week) to follow which orders 
I had to buy sufficient quantities in 
the market, they impressing upon 
me the claim that they could use all 
the Florida sponges that I could ship 
to them, and that “they were the 
house.” The salesmen of that same 
house to this day represents to the 
jobbers at large that they are the 
**house,”’ anes or these words 
that they are the y house among 
the sponge importers in New York 
city that is able to sell to jobbers 


sponges of the best quality, packing, 
etc., at lower prices than any other 
house in the business. As their stand- 
ing financially was good, I naturally, 
as any other merchant would have 
done in my place, followed my orders 
and bought the sponges. This action 
of buying > nearly all the sponges 
brought to this market,naturally pre- 
vented the other houses doing exclu- 
sively sponge business in the city of 
New York, and who had purchasing 
agents here in Key West from sup- 
plying the demands for sponges that 
they were receiving, 

In due course of time, again the 
same house, namely, Lasker & Bern- 
stein, to whom was shipping the 
goods, found out to my dismay and 
sorrow (as well as to the irrepressible 
joy of the other sponge importers) 
that it could not dispose of the quan- 
tity of sponges that they ordered me 
to buy. A crisis to them as well as 
myself seemed apparent and inevita- 
ble, the more so as the fishermen, 
naturally electrified by the good prices 
that brisk competition brought 


were doing their utmost an 
bringing in — vantities of 
sponges of all inds, Un- 


der these circumstances Lasker & 
Bernstein thought that the best way 
to avert a crisis would be to unload 
as much as possible of the stock of 
sponges in my hands on the other 
sponge importers of New York city. 
I, of course, aoe to get out as de- 
cently as possible from the ugly 
scrape in which the house of Lasker 
& Bernstein had inveigled me. After 
some correspondence with the houses 
of A. Isaacs & Oo.,Lebess Sponge Co., 
McKesson & Robbins, Wrightington 
& Jackson, and A. M. Clonney, I suc- 
ceeded ininducing them to buy some 
sponges from me. But now comes in 
one of the most astonishing proposi- 
tion that a merchant can expect to 
hear during his business career. This 
proposition was from Lasker & Bern- 
stein and was to this effect, that they 
were entitled to a commission of 2% 
per cent. on all the sponges that the 
above mentioned houses were buying 
from me and that furthermore that 
should charge to the other houses 
mentioned a higher price than Las- 
ker & Bernstein were paying for 
goods. Thus, Lasker & Bernstein, 
without really investing a cent of 
money for the purchasing of the stcck 
of sponges in my hands, (they had 
recunmended me to make my drafts 
on my shipments at 30, 60 and 90 days 
equal parts and sometimes asking me 
to make the drafts on longer exten 
sions) were trying not only to make 
some money on the balance of stock 
of sponges left in my hands, which 
stock they were unable to sell, but 
this commission of 2% percent. that 
they were claiming from me would 
have made the sponges cost higher 
than Lasker & Bernstein’s, and thus 
they would be enabled not only to 
undersell the other houses, but they 
would be the only ones to make any 
profit in the whole Florida sponge in- 
dustry. Any one will acknowledge 
that their ‘scheme’ was pretty 
shrewd, to say the least. ; 

I was forced to seek ‘‘means” to 
hold myself up without sauieg in 
business, which failure would have 
hurt several parties that had loaned 
me money. f resolved, therefore, to 
do the best I could under the circum- 
stances and to come out of this ugly 
scrape in the most honorable manner 
possible, and to do my leyel best to 
protect my creditors. 

Now, after having given you the 
precise facts as they existed, prior to 
the formation of the New York 
Sponge Company, 1 shall proceed in 
relating the facts and history as to 
how and by whom the New York 
Sponge Company was formed. Under 
the then prevailing conditions, I cer- 
tainly was not the one that suggested 
the formation of this company. First, 
any one can see and understand that 
since I was already supplying any 
and every member of that company, 
what cause should I really or possi- 
bly have in forming or trying to form 
acompany? None at all. And I 
never thought of such athing, for one 

ood reason: I really never did un 
S raend. nor know, nor tried to un- 
derstand or know, in any time of my 
life, what is a somone or corpora- 
tion. Ido notknow now. It smells very 
strongly of monopolies. The simple 
and the only truthful fact in the form- 
ation of the company was that after 
the New York sponge importers and 
dealers found out that perhaps it 
would be better, since I was supply- 
ing them all, to withdraw their agents 
altogether, to save expenses, to unite 
themselves into a body of merchants, 
having one buyer, one secretary, one 
treasurer, one president and one vice- 
president, Upon letters received, I 
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made a trip to New York, during 
which the company’s arrangements 
took place, after many protracted 
meetings, in which meetings I would 
to see present some of 
shermen, that 
their interests and welfare be taken.

other members. He meant to hold 
the scepter of royalty of the sponge 
business, in the future as in the past, 
and begun at once his «despotic 
rules to be enforced on_ the 
company’s members, as well as 
vessel owners and fishermen, 
mentioning the jobbers at large who 
were not exempt. When I saw that 
the most influential members proposi- 
tions and suggestions were almost 
inevitably overruled,you can imagine 
how powerless my suggestions 
and persistent advocating of leniency 
towards vessel owners, fishermen’s, 
ete., were! The prices at which the 
sponges were to be sold to the differ- 
ent members of the company were 
fixed under and with the guidance of 
Mr. Gustav Lasker, whose authority 
over the members seemed to be with- 
out any limit. That being the case, 
every one present gave in to 
the company’s residents’ rules 
and motions, if acceded then, 
to the rules and motions and 
lations, regarding the prices 

to be paid to the fishermen, I have 
certainly accepted these rules and 
regulations against my wish, I must 
honestly confess, and I know, there 
were two of the other members that 
were of the same opinion as myself, 
as after the meetings we would talk 
the matters over by ourselves and ex- 
press our opinions on the different 
points discursed in the meeting and 
also on the regulations imposed on to 
us by Mr. Gustav Lasker. 

I at once proceeded to Key West, I 
commenced operations immediately, 
according to the instructions that I 
had received from the company as 
their purchasing agent. The instruc- 
tions given to me by the company as 
to what prices to pay for the sponges 
were to buy them up as cheap as pos- 
sible! This instruction may look on 
the surface as harmless in one sense, 
but when one will know that the 
schedule of prices, at which the com- 
pany were selling its goods to the 
members, were so low, that the com- 
pany, as a body, could not make any 
mony on its capital stock. unless the 
purchasing prices from the fishermen 
were also adequately low, sotrat by 
selling its sponges to its members,the 
company, as @ body, could realize 
profits on its sales to the members 
the members making their own pro- 
fits on their sales, besides sharing 
from the company’s profits as mem- 
bers,) it will therefore be clear that 
the purchasing price from the fisher- 
men must be proportionately low. 

Now, to illustrate the company’s 
selling price to its members, or ip

r. Gustav Lasker, and his able man- 
agement, concluded that it could con- 
trol the Floridaspongeindustry. This 
above capital not being enough to buy 
afull suit of sails for our sponging 
vessels, leaving aside the _ in- 
vested in the vessels themselves and 
the fitting out fora single trip, cash 
advances to the crew, provisions,

Before my lengthy sickness of 
several months commencin in 
the month of April, 1892, during a

to that company. The prices that he 
offered and paid to the vessel owners 
and fishermen having been perfectly 
satisfactory to them, he paying fair 
prices, the Spongers’ Union broke up, 
since it had no reason to exist any 
a. peenneee thus being per- 
fectly satisfied, peace was restored in 
Key West amongst those directly or 
indirectly engaged in the sponge in- 
dustry. I must add that although 
vessel owners .and fishermen, and 
everybody are ignorant of the selling 
or real value of the sponges, they 
know very well when they do receive 
satisfactory or fair prices for their 
omens but I must state, also, that 

udge Kemp’s action in paying fair 
prices for sponges was not due to 
charity’s sake, but to ignorance of the 
business concerning buying sponges. 
He was acting at the time as the pur 
chasing agent of the New York Sponge 
Company, and although he knew 
that, acting as such, he had to buy 
the sponges as cheap as practicable, 
he lacked the knowledge, and there- 
fore the ability, to put into proper ex- 
ecution his wish and desire to buy 
the sponge at 4 low price. 

It is necessary here to describe in 
a8 small a space as possible the man- 
ner and method that sponges are pur- 
chased. A cargo of sponges are 
brought by a vessel and at their arri 
val are strung to a yarn about five 
feet two inches long, the two inches 
allowance of yarn being for the pur- 
pone of making aknot. The sponges 

eing thus strung, the knot is tied 
and it is then called a ‘*bunch.”’ What- 
ever the sizes the sponges compos- 
ing the cargo may be, the sponges 
after thus being strung, regardless of 
their sizes and quality (whether de- 
fective or without defect), are put to 
gether in a pile and thus the cargo is 
offered to the buyer. The reader can 
form an opinion of the sight of a car- 
go of sponges brought to the market 
for sale. Among this lot of sponges 
naturally there are: 

Some of extra large sizes, 

Some of large sizes, 

Some of medium sizes, 

Some of small medium sizes, 

Some of small sizes. ~ 
All the sponges of perfect round 
shapes, beauty of form and quality 
and soundness, ‘hen mix in with 


the above some defective in shape, 
beauty of form, torn and faulty, or 
ragged and of all sizes, and mix hess 
with the perfect sponges, string up 


ell these on yarns five feet and two 
inches long and tie 7 your knot on 
the yarn, regardless of their quality 
and sizes, whether faulty or perfect, 
or ragged, whether they are extra 
large in size, or or me or medium, or 
small, or very small. Then you have 
before your eyes a cargo of sponges 
described as nearly as words can ex- 
press and carry our meaning to mind 
and imagination. 

The buyer of sponges then ap- 
proaches the cargo to examine same 
and form a judgment as to what price 
the buyer should offer for the cargo. 
The readers will remember that the 
gponge after being bought, as above 
explained, by guess, rather are 
sold in the market at the North 
at so much a pound, and the 

rice of the pound of sponge 
s controlled b the number 
of sponges of equal sizes, quality and 
selection, etc., into a pound. ‘The 
best saleable sizes being only the 
sponges that will weigh six and eight 
to the pound,of perfect form or shape 
without any defect whatever. Imag: 
ine yourself to be the buyer of 
sponges, and remember each sizes of 
— hae its own fixed value for 
the t, faultless sponges of the 
same specie and that only two sizes 
viz.,six and eight to the pound are 
the mort readily marketable and com- 
mands therefore the top prices in the 
market at large for we do not want a 
sponge too large or too small for his 
fancy. Remember again that not on- 
ly the prices of sponges are to be 
guided by their sizes, shape or form 
and quality, but also »y their 
graduations as to selections; 
whether the sponges are of the best 
selection, and how many pounds of 
sppnge there is in a cargo of the best 
selection and what are the sizes and 
weight of the first selection ; secondly, 
the buyer has to know how many 
pounds of the seeond and third selec- 
tions and their sizes (as each selec- 
tions and their sizes commands 
their own prices) there are in 
a cargo of sponges. One must 
find out how many _ pounds 
of refuse or ragged pieces there are 
also in that cargo, for even the ragged 
pieces or refuse command a steady 
market price. When you will be able 
to perform this multifarous calcula- 
tion steadily and without making any 
mistakes or miscalculations in any of 
the points described, you will then be 
able to say that you understand your 
business of buying sponges properly 
at the desired figures. It requires 
years of — and strict attention 
not only to learn the weights and 
selections of sponges, but to know 
what prices you should ~~ for these. 
And how can you, or could you tell 
what prices you should pay for 
sponges, even if you knew exactly, the 
weights and selections there areina 
cargo of sponge, if you do not know 
the selling value of the sponges you 
are buying. 

Imust state also that the method 
established here years ago of allow- 
ing the New York sponge dealers to 
come down here and dictate at what 
prices we should sell our sponges by 
the method of putting them up at 
auction. is wrong. It is apparent to 
any and every one here, that either 
the prices shall have to be higher, or 
else we shall have to give up this in- 
dustry, which has given means of 
subsistence to so large a population. 
Sponges are, besides an article of ab- 
solute necessity to many manufa;- 
turers, etc. econdly, our Florida 
sponges being the best sponge known 
in the whole world ought to bring at 
least as good a priceas Meditteranean 
sponges which are sold in the mar- 
kets of the north at very high prices. 

I am afraid that I am taking too 
much space in your columns, but not 
believing in halfway jobs, permit me 
to remark here also, that there is a 
general movement here at Key West, 
amongst all classes to make the 
selling market of our sponges here in 
a different manner. The coming sys- 
tem shall be, that the producers of 
sponges must have the same privilege 
of putting a price on their 
sponge, as any other roducer 
or manufacturers, We know best how 
much capital we invest and risk we 
incur, the results therefore of the pro- 
ducts of such an industry should be 
sold atfair prices to protect this neces 
sary industry, instead of allowing the 
sponge dealers to dictate to us at 
what prices we shall sell our sponges, 
we, the producers must put the prices 
at which we can afford to sell them. 
This method being established, it will 
only require a scale of prices adopted 
to suit the interests of the largest 
buyers and protect their investments, 


as itis donein any other mercantile | 


one hundred bales of sponges should 
be enabled to sell at a profit to one 
that is buying only ten bales. And I 
think then everybodys interest could 
be protected. 

I will not discuss the above letter of 
the sponge trust for I only laugh at 
it. They say they have dismissed me, 
when my contract was up on January 
ist, 1893, and furthermore that the 
by-laws of that OCo., not permitting 
any member to withdraw before Jan- 
uary ist 1898. I have applied for 
withdrawal from the company, as I 
did not want to go on with such an or- 
deal which made me sick for several 
months, I will not pass any remarks 
on that letter, further than that they 
seem to be wishing to hold me as a 
member very much, as they acknowl- 
edge themselves, although I have ap- 
plied for a settlement for the third 


time. 

I will also state that, although they 
say that the company buys in open 
market, they have forgotten to 
mention the fact that Mr. W. J. 
H. Taylor, of this city, is under 
contract at a salary of $100 per month 
not to buy sponges nor ship sponges 


to anybody. This contract has three 
and a half years yet to run at that 
rate. W. H. Webster and Wm. T 


Roberts, both of Tarpon Springs, Fla., 
also receive $50 and $75 monthly 
not to buy sponges. With these 
and a few other exceptions the 
market is “open,” or at least it 
appears so to the combination. 
That is all!

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Outlook for Cottonseed Oil. /<:- 3 


The general condition of cottonseed 
oil as voiced by the leading manufac- 
turers and brokers is undoubtedly at 
this time suffering from the reaction 
consequent to the strong and active 
manipulative movement that has re- 
cently reigned. This quietude will 
probably continue for the present as 
stocks are now closely concentrated 
and the strong hands that are guid- 
ing it at present seem inclined to hold 
until, under a renewed demand, val- 
ues will undoubtedly advance and a 
better market ensue. Dealers area 
unit in pronouncing this season as a 
most satisfactory one, and unless the 
cholera become prevalent in this 
country the regards coming season as 
replete with prospects denoting a 
prosperous season of activity. 

Mr. Herman Loeb, of the Lincoln 
Manufacturing Co., said:—I think 
that the stock of cottonseed oil in 
this country at present is very smail, 
and that every pound will be needed 
before we arein receipt of any new 
crop oil. I also look for higher prices 
at the end of the season, as at that 
time the demand will be greater, not 
only for home but also for foreign 
consumption. The stocks in the Eng- 
lish markets are smaller than ever be- 
fore at this season of the vear, and 
while we may see a temporary stag- 
nation of business owing to failures, 
the monetary situation and other de- 
pressing features, I look for better 
business towards August. The ap- 
pearance, however, of cholera, either 
here or in the nearer European 
countries, would undoubtedly cause a 
different state of affairs to exist and 
overthrow all present calculations. 

In our interview with Messrs. O. B. 
Tainter & Bro., we gather that they 
are not favorably impressed with the 

resent situation of oil, and are rather 
ooking for lower prices, owing mainly 
to the financial outlook, the possible 
but probable premium on _ gold, 
the failures in cotton and coffee, and 
the goneeal stagnation of business, 
The decline that may ensue will prob- 
ably not be large, and later in the 
season, when stocks are depleted, 
prices may recover rapidly, but for 
the moment they consider the out- 
look rather gloomy. 

Mr. August Elbert, who manages 
the cottonseed oil business of the firm 
of Haebler & Oo., says:—The season 
now drawing to a close has keen a 
fairly profitable one to the Southern 
cottonseed oil mills and refineries, 
and in some cases extremely profita- 
ble. Mills that sold their ‘entire out- 
put” at a low price at the beginning 
of the season, as a rule ceased opera- 
tions when the price of seed became 
so high as to threaten them witha 
loss, and those mills that contracted 
only a part of their product before 
the rise, usually secured sufficient 
profit on the remainder of their pro- 
duct to bring them out at the right 
end ofthe horn. Weare glad to no- 
tice a considerable improvement in 
the esprit of tbe N. ¥. cottonseed oil

Meeting of the Drug Trade Section. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Drug Trade Section of the New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation 
was held on Thursday, the 20th inst., 
at the Fulton Club rooms, After par- 
taking of the customary luncheon the 
meeting wus called to order by Presi- 
dent Andrew B. Rogers, jr. Upon 
Calling the roll only seventeen mem- 
bers responded to their names, the 
small attendance having been caused 
by the rainy and disagreeable weather 
which prevailed throughout the day. 
But little business was transacted, 
although some matters of interest and 
importance were disposed of. 

Mr. James Hartford, chairman of 
the Coramittee on Membership, sub- 
mitted a favorable report on the 
application of Messrs, J. L. Hopkins 
& Co., and on motion, duly seconded, 
the firm was admitted to membership. 

Mr. Thos, F. Main, chairman of the 
Committee on Legislation, directed 
the attention of the members to the 
80 called anti-monopoly bill now 
peading ‘a the legislature of the State 
of New York, and commented on some 
of its features. It was finally decided 
to refer the matter to the Committee 
on Legislation for such consideration 
as the subject may render advisable. 

Mr. John H. Stal man, chairman of 
the Committee on Tares, reported the 
result of the committee’s delibera- 
tions, consisting of a number of 
amendments to the official tares, a 
complete list of which we published 
in our issue of March 20, last. These 
amendments, as recommended by the 
committee, were adopted, and the 
secretary was instructed to send re- 
vised copies of the ‘Trade Reguia- 
tions,’’ embodying the official tares 
as decided upon, to the trade in 
New York city and to all the whole- 
sale druggists throughout the coun- 
wy who are members of the National 

holesale Drug Association, as well 
as to the members of kindred organi- 
zations in the United States. 

The complete changes made in the 
list of tares as reported by the com- 
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mittee and unanimously adopted are 
the eoaowieg: 

Canada balsam fir, in barrels and 
keys, actual tare, and in tins and 
cases, tare 3 lbs per tin. 

Powdered nitrate baryta, German, 
in kegs of 110 lbs net, (added). 

Gum styrax, liquid, in barrels, ac- 
tual allowance for water, and in tins3 
lbs tare allowance for water. 

Oil bergamot, actual net weight in- 
stead of invoice tare. 

Oil lemon, actual net weight. 

Oil orange, actual net weight. 

Opium (added) actual net weight. 

Honduras sarsaparilla root, in hides, 
weight of bales 130 to 196 lbs. 

There being no further business, 
the meeting adjourned.

Key West Sponge Interests. 
Key West, Fla., April 13, 1893, 

I called on Mr. E. J. Arapian on 
April 9th, and held an interview with 
him, during which he submitted to 
my inspection the following, which 
are true copies of telegrams and let- 
ters sent by him to the company, to 
which he had no reply:

I demand that the New York 
Sponge Co. forward immediately 
money due me from last statement: 
cannot wait any longer; amount, 
$6,681.75. E. J. ARAPIAN. 

(Letter of March § to the sponge 
Co. : 


.:) 
GENTLEMEN ;—With my reports I 
beg leave to state that with vouchers 
ead clerical errorI find a difference 
in my favor of the sum of $1,072.48 
to be added to the statement $6,681.75 ; 
will make balance due me $7,554.23, 
I will state that an error of $458.70 
was discovered by Mr. Olonney in -_ 
favor, in my addition. He examine 
my accounts in Dec, 1892 at this 
place at which time he discovered this 
error, at which time I took his receipt 
for the vouchers which I had _ forgot- 
ten when leaving home for New York 
on my Dec. trip. I forward vouchers 
for the sum of $319.65; in statement 
of Dec. 2, 1892 for burlaps $159.68 
—10 bolts should only be $31.92 
used for company. 
The balance should be charged to 
me as I have kept same for my own 
account. The company should be 





credited with $127.76 and my account 
charged with same, leaving a balance 


due to me of $7,42646 instead 
of $7,654.23 as for previous 
statement of March 8, 1893 
This is money due Ara- 


pian for monies paid out and com- 
missions, &c., and does not include 
his eapital stock. 

Mr. E. J. Arapian made no secret of 
the existance of the New York Sponge 
Co., here. The vessel owners and 
fishermen were made acquainted with 
the fact by Mr. Arapian. There 
would have been no trouble with them 
had the company not made themselves 
obnoxious to the vessel owners and 
fishermen or to get their hard 
earnings for nothing, and they them- 
selves were growing sick at the same 
time. The Sponge Company claim 
that they did not control Mr. Arapian. 
Well, to get any answer to this, I 
would ask do they control the present 
buyer as to his buying, &c.? He is 
limited on prices to be paid, and very 
low atthat, In the article which the 
Sponge Oo., printed in a local paper, 
they charge Mr. Arapian as being re- 
sponsible for the starvation — 
paid at this port for sponges. t can 
be proven by their statements that 
they have not only been charged fair 
and liberal prices for sponges, but in 
their Iast purchase of Rock Island 
sponge the prices were excessive, and 
if the fishermen have not secured the 
prices the company is not to be held 
responsible for it,as other parties have 
purchased in Key West and sold 
cheaper than the company’s closest 
prices, and it is natural to conclude 
that they must have made money and 
bought cheaper than the company 
was charging for them. 

At the time the Vollman Sponge 
Co., came to this city to establish 
themeelves there was quite a lot of 
sponge being held by persons who re- 
fused to sell at prices offered by Mr. 
Arapian, then acting as agent for the 
trust. A great many of the spon 
vessel owners, in order to give the 
Vollman’s a fair chance to compete, 
gave their sponge at the same price, 
and sometimes less, than that Mr. 
Arapian offered. By that means they 
were able to compete with the Trust. 

As to the prices they were charged 
for last R. Island sheep’s wool sponge, 
I will say that Mr. A.J. Kemp bought 
them for the company, as Mr. Ara- 
pian was sick; and I must say to the 


credit of Mr, Kemp, that he did raise 
the prices considerably from what 
Mr. Arapian was paying. If you will 
notice, however, they call particular 
attention to the last lot and say noth- 
ing of the past, Yet they say we can 
see what their prices were by refering 
to their statements. I took the 
trouble to see some of their state- 
ments. Onone only that I saw did 
their sponge cost them $1 70 per lb., 
but for medium only, and this was 
after all expenses, commissions, etc., 
were paid. Just think, $1 70 per lb. 
for Rock Island sheep’s wool! The 
following is what I fuund to be about 
the average prices after all expenses 
were paid, for Rock Island sheep’s 
wool: $1 64, $1 60, $150 and $1 per lb. 

With these prices they could not 
make any money, and at the same 
time were charging their agent, Mr. 
Arapian, with overcharging them. 
No wonder he did not want to pay 
more than $1 a bunch for sponge. 
This is not all; for our fine Key 
sponge they were charged from 80c. 
to $145 per Ib., and sometimes less. 
To give an idea of what the Sponge 
Co. were doing: They would sell to 
their memkers at $2 35 and $210 per 
lb. Take these prices and what they 
were charged, and we find that they 
made between 25 and 35 per cent. on 
every pound they sold. his was at 
wholesale. Yet they made no money 
and handled from $250,000 to $350,000 
worth per annum. 

I also found that they were not 
content with controlling the Key 
West trade, but on Feb. 26, 1892, we 
find them endeavoring to combine 
with the Tarpon Springs Sponge Oo. 
Yet they put up the plea that they 
were buying in an open market. Open 
to whom? The New York Sponge Co. 

Again, they say that the success of 
the best interest of the vessel owners 
and sponge fishermen at this point 
lies with the future success of the 
New York Spoor Co., to whom it 
would appear different if they stood 
where the vessel owners and fisher- 
men stand. We had a sufficient 
qnantity of their medicine; it made 
us terribly sick, and at one time we 
all thought we would die, but there 
came a physician in the Vollman 
Sponge Co to our relief who had a 
much better medicine and one that 
relieved our achesand pains. The 
battle is not over yet. A great many 
are just beginning to realize that the 
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battle is on and are now preparing for | intended to make the vessel owners 


war. 

To go back to the charge made 
against Mr. Arapian as to high 

rices charged the company. 
Fr they did not dictate the 
price to be paid, who did? To 
prove this matter more satisfactorily : 
and show the people more plainly, I 
will state that their present agent 
told me he is limited as to prices. 
Now, to show that his limit must be 
very low, ay Sat pe | time the Voll- 
man Sponge Oo.’s agent and their 
agent compete for sponge, the Voll- 
man Sponge Oo.’s agent gets two- 
thirds or more of the sponges offered. 
How do they explain this? Does Mr. 
Lowe buy cheap and charge the Trust 
high prices ? o; Mr. Lowe is try- 
ing to follow instructions and buy 


cheap. 
Their letter reads very nicely and is 


and fishermen antagonistic to Mr. 
Arapian. If they were desirous of 
having an open market and fair play, 
why would they induce men who 
were buying for other houses to sever 
their connection and pay them $100 
a@ month to do nothing? I know 
two of these men. Furthermore, 
I know they paid rent for places that 
they had no use for, so as to hare 
everything under their control. 


I think I have given you about bow 
matters stand down here. In conclu- 
sion I will say that most all the sponge 
fleet have left for Rock Island. The 
last news from them is to the 8th 
inst., when they reported muddy 
water. Some vessels have been gone 
three to four weeks and no sponge 
yet. We hope, however, that they 
will make a good trip. SPonGe,

Quicksilver and Borax in Catifornia. 


San Francisco, April 13, 1893, 


The year 1893 promises to be a good 
one to the quicksilver interest in the 
State of California. Not that there 
will be much of an advance in price, 
but that there will be a larger pro- 
duct and a greater development of 
the quicksilver interests of the state. 
Thefe has been quite an increegse in 
the receipts for the first three months 
of this year, as compared with those 
for the same time in 1892. Total re- 
ceipts in this market have been, say, 
6,500 flasks as against about 5,500 
flasks for the same time in 1892. 
There came to hand in January and 
February over 2,200 flasks in each 
month. March was not a month of 
large receipts, but it still showed up 
& goodly record, Then these receipts 


have not lain fallow in this market. 
The exports by sea have been larger 
than for many along year. Upto 
and including March 28th, they em- 
braced 6,292 flasks, while for the same 
time in 1892 they were only 3,627 
flasks. Here there is nearly a dupli- 
cation of the ——— shipped by sea 
in something less than three months. 
Of the total, 4,600 flasks have been 
shipped to New York, the rest mainly 
to Mexico. One lot of 260 flasks was 
shipped to Canada. We have also 
aren pretty freely by rail, the 
total for the first two months of this 
year being 1,299 flasks, as opposed to 
1,901 for the same time last year. 
Most of the rail shipments were made 
in the month of February. Taking 
railand sea together, we have man- 
aged to send out of the state about 
2,000 flasks more than we did for the 
same time in 1892. The price, of

There has been a y + ad- 
vance in export prices for the past 
week or so, That the business is 
prosperous, is proven by the fact that 
the Napa Quicksilver Mining Oom 
pany, has in addition to its usual 
dividend, made an extra one. 

There has been a slight advance in 
the export price of quicksilver lately 
although the spot price advanced on 
the 10th to $1 per flask. New finds 
of cinnibar ore continue to be made 
from time to time, though they are 
not frequently availed of as outlets 
for the profitable working of capital. 
An exceedingly rich one has lately 
been located on the Klamath opposite 
the mouth of Horse Creek below Oak 

. The claim is known as the 
Molly O’Leary mine. The mine is 
thought to bejone of the richest cin- 
nabar lodes in the state and one of 
the most extensive. 

These and other discoveries are 
likely to give the combine all it can 
do in keeping up prices, Of course it 
would take a good deal of capital and 
a@ good deal of able management to 
make a success outside of the com- 
bine, but these repeated discoveries 
will no doubt draw capital in the 
direction of quicksilver mining. 


As to borax, there is nothing 
special that is new, the deposits that 
were being worked for the first time 
in Nevada are still in process of de- 
velopment and have not effected the 
market or the combine as yet, There 
is a very active export movement by 
sea coastantly going on and the Ke- 
weenaw especially, will take very 
heavy consignments. The first three 
months of the year have beaten the 
first three months of 1892, a year 
noted for it’s exceptionally large ex- 
— of borax by sea andrail. The 

tal exports by sea for the three 
months were 2,634,202 lbs., valued at 
$186,131, These figures are thirty 
three and one-third per cent, in ex- 
cess of those for the same time in 
1892. Of the whole England took 
114,673 lbs., Australia 25,828 lbs., and 
Mexico 579 lbs,, the rest going to 
New York.

The volume of business on the Ex- 
change lately has been of the lightest, 
and the price might as well be stereo- 
typed, so —_ is the quotation, 
$118, There is no incre inquiry 
for refined oil, and for the balance Sof 
the season the leading refiners will be 
kept busy. There seems to be a gen- 
eral feeling among the manufacturers 
that, taking the whole situation into 
consideration, from this time forward 
the business will demand the best en- 
ergies of the trade. and all look for- 
ward to a good fall business. Those 
who profess chronic alarm ateven the 
suspicion of an understanding among 
refiners besause a few are shut down 
for cleaning up, reparing, etc., make 
a big m e. We may look forward 
this fall to an open market and no 
favor, and we shall see what the gen- 
eral result will be one year from now. 
There is one thing certain, that the 
manufacturers plant must embrace, 
to be thoroughly successful, a paraf- 
fine and lubricating plant—everythin 
must be worked up. As mentione 
. Many times in the columns of this 

paper, our crude contains the best 
lubricating ofl in the world. The 
average quantity of petroleum oils 


has been much improved within afew 
years, partly for the reason that con- 
sumers have extracted a better article 
and partly because of the competition 
of manufacturers who have marketed 
their oils on their merits.

White Lead. Zino. Eto. 

White Lead.—The weather during 
the week throughout the country has 
not been such as to permit of outdoor 
or inside painting to any consider- 
able extent. Grinders and corroders 
both report a falling off in the de 
mand ; this, however, is considered as 
only temporarily as with the return 
of warm and pleasant weather a bet- 
ter demand is confidently expected to 
follow. It is reported that one of the 
corroders in the west who 
has been a free seller of 
the “quick process” lead has got 
tired and made an assignment while 
another had the misfortune to have 
his works damaged by fire. The Na- 
tional Lead Co, continue their quota- 
tions of 6%c for oil and 6c for dry, 
less the usual discounts, though it is 
asserted by some of the’ prominent 
dealers’ in the paint trade that they 
are making concessions in the price 
of dry to their large buyers who draw 
their regular supplies from _ this 
source. Reports from the West indi- 
cate that the outside corroders of the 
old and new processes are receiving 
their share of the trade. Owing to 
competition, prices are somewhat ir- 
regular, as to locality and size of 
order; hence the quotations of 5%c 
for dry and 6%c for lead in oil, less 
the usual discounts, are only nomi- 
nal, as arebate from these prices is 
usually allowed. 

Pig Lead.—The limit of the advance 
seems to have been reached, and the 
tendency at present appears to be in 
buyers’ favor. Second hands, antici- 
pating a decline, have shown a dispo- 
sition to realize, but they have not 
been able to dispose of much stock, 
because buyers, as a rule, are pretty 
wellsupplied through purchases made 
during the recent upward movement, 
and are, also, imbued with the idea 
that a lowerrange of prices is in pros- 
pect. While first hands adhere to their 
quotation of 4 20c, there are resellers 
at 412c, and some 200 tons have 
been placed at that figure within the 
past few days. As lead can be laid 
down here from London at 417%c, 
and sales of 300 to 6500 tons have 
actually been made there within a 
few days for New York account at 
that figure, there seems to be reason 
for the easier tone here. The 
recent upward movement in this 
market was based on a _ pros- 
pective scarcity of supplies, as a 
result of the shutting down of almost 
the whole of the Coeur de Alene ore 
producing district owing to labor and 
other troubles. As this district con- 
tributes something like 20,000 tons, 
annually, tothe supply of lead, the 
effect of its removal from the list of 
——— can be readily calculated. 

t has not, however, had the influence 
that might naturally be expected, be- 
cause the condition of supply and de- 
mand in the European markets has 
checked any further tendency to 
higher prices here. The weakness on 
the other side is attributable to the 
heavy shipments of Australian ore to 
London, supplemented by average 
monthly exports, from this country, 
of something like 1,000 tons of pig 
lead, made, in bond, in Newark, from 
Mexican ores. It is held by those 
who.are well posted that the bottom 
has been reached in London, as at 
any lower figure it would not pay the 
Australian miners to ship their ores 
to that market, and that the Ameri- 
can smelters of Mexican ores would 
find it more convenientand profitable 
to market their product on this side. 
On the other hand there is said to be 
no prospect of material improvement 
there, unless speculators can be in- 
duced to take hold of the article, as 
the supply is reported to be consider- 
ably in excess of consumption, the 
large users, there as here, having 
covered their probable wants for some 
time to come, by the placing of large 
contracts on the basis of prices ruling 
early in the year. The silver ques- 
tion is said to have had little influ- 


ence, as yet, upon the pig lead 
situation except in an _ indirect 
way. The stoppage of the 


Coeur de Alene production has 
caused a shortage of wet ores, and 
the silver ore smelters have conse- 
quently been compelled to use pig 
lead for smelting purposes, thereby

Window Glass.—At a meeting of 
the directors of the National Glass 
Company in Chicago on the 14th inst. 
a schedule of discounts and rebates 
was adopted, which went into effect 
on the 17th inst, to continue until 
further notice, The National Glass 
Company now controls about 92 per 
cent of the producing capacity of the 
country, and is in a position to dic- 
tate terms to buyers. Although the 
importers’ Association is not incor- 
porated it is understed that it was 
organized on similar lines, and that 
through an understanding with the 
American combination it has con- 
trol of a certain’ portion of 
the trade in the East, and is 
able to make oe quotations 
from which there will be no devia- 
tion by any importer of window glass. 
The situation is reviewed in detail 
in our editorial columns, At present 
the discounts for American glass have 
been fixed at 80 and 7%@s80, 10 and 
2%%, as to size of order less a rebate, 
varying from 24%@6% with the size of 
order. The discount on French -re- 
mains as heretofi.re, viz, 75, 10 and 
5% from the list. The demand for 
window glass is improving, and dur- 
ing the past week an active business 
has been done particularily in do- 
mestic.

Linseed.—Despite the bad weather 
and its depressing effect upon the 
painting trade, the demand for lin- 
seed oil has been quite active during 
the past week, and a large quantity of 
both city and "Western make has been 
sold for delivery within sixty days 
from date of order. The weakness in 
the cake market, in connection with 
the fact that a number of the western 
mills have shut down, and that others 
are likely to follow’ their example 
owing tothe scarcity of seed, has a 
strengthening influence upon the oil 
market, without, however, having any 
quotable effect upon prices. There 
are fewer offerings below the 50c quo- 
tation made by representatives of 
western crushers, although some 
State oil has been sold during the 
week at 49c, and it is understood 
that more is obtainable at that figure. 
The city crushers adhere to their quo- 
tations and find a good outlet for 
their oil. The jobbing demand for 
boiled and bleached oils continues 
quite brisk at the former range of 
quotations. The outlook for the seed 
crop this year is held to be uncertain,

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


SaTuRpay Noon, April 22. 1893. 

Trading during the past week has 
been of a spasmodic character, on 
Monday and Wednesday not a sale 
being effected, while on Thursday 
there were indications of renewed in. 
terest, and had the change in the sit- 
uation that was expected taken place, 
it would doubtless have been the in- 
centive to a bear movement. The re- 
ports from the fields early in the week 
were somewhat bearish in their tenor, 
and as important new wells were ex- 
vected to be brought in almost 
hourly, there was general apprehen- 
sion of an increase in  produc- 
tion. One important wildcat 
in advance of developments in the 
McOurdy field was regarded as very 
promising, and as this would mark an 
extension of territory of considerable 
importance its caliber was awaited 
with unusualinterest. It came in a 
duster, and the fears of the long in- 
terest, small though that may be, 
were banished and the market 
strengthened. There are other wild- 
cat wells, however, which may devel- 
op an extension to the McCurdy and 

cDonald fields, and the Sistersville 
field may also be extended, but there 
are no wells near the sand which 
at present cause apprehensions, 
and the market is more respon- 
sive to the ordinary influences 
exerted by the field generally. The 
average price of the week has been 
somewhat lower and a few good wells 
would send prices to the middle 60’s, 
but no important increase in the pro- 
duction is looked for. The market 
does not appear particularly suscepti- 
ble to bullish influences, and there- 
fore the large deliveries are not re- 
garded as of much consequence, al 
though they will have their effect in 
modifying the statistical situation. 
Thus far this month the daily pipe 
line returns show a wider difference 
between runs and deliveries than they 
did at the same time in March. 
The transactions during the past 
week show an increase over those of 
the previous week, the sales footing 
up 79,000 bbls against 28,000 bbls for 
the preceding week. The clearances 
ef the local exchange amounted to 
240,000 bbis ainst 92,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total 
clearances reported for the Oil City ex- 
ehange amounted to 560,000 bbls, 
against 568,000 bbls for the oe 
week. The highest price of the wee 
was record on Monday, when 
68%%c was reached. The lowest point of 
the week was 66%c, and was touched 
en Thursday. The opening price last 
Monday was 68%c, and the close this 
noon was at 68c, showing a loss of 
%c as a result of the week’s trading, 
while the extreme range of fluctua- 
tions for the week was 1%c.’

The demand for refined for export 
has continued active forthe season, 
much the larger proportion, as usual, 
being for bulk shipment.

The Bauxite Beds of Alabama. 


BY HENRY M’CALLEY. 


Bauxite was first discovered in Ala- 
bama in 1889. The first discovery was 
at the Dykes Limonite Banks, Chero- 
kee county. Since then it has 
been found at the Walker Limonite 
Banks, near Jacksonville, Calhoun 
county, at the Laney Old Manganese 
Banke, Oleburn county, and at two 

laces near Arniston, Calhoun county. 

hese deposits are all in the lower 

art of the Lower Silurian. The 
Bherokee and Calhoun deposits are at 
the bottom of the Knox Dolomite of 
Safford of Tennessee, now believed to 
be Upper Cambrian. The Cleburn de- 
posit is in the upper part of the Weiz- 
ner Quartzites, Middle Cambrian, be- 
lieved to be identical with the Chil- 
owee Sandstone of Safford. They are 
all in sections of country that are 
badly broken up by sharp folds and 
great thrust faults, and in which the 
characters of the rocks have been 
greatly changed, doubtless by the 
great heat produced in their folding 
and faulting. They are all pocket de- 
posits, though they occur along regu- 
lar leads and show more or less strati- 
fication in all of the cuts that huve 
been made upon them. They occur 
about as do the limonite and clays 
with which they are closely associated, 
though they appear to show more evi- 
dences of stratification. They are so 
closely associated with the limonite 
and clays that their deposits appear 
to be greatest where the limonite and 
clay deposits are the greatest, 

The Cherokee deposits appear to 













ocour along the crest of two sharp 
parallel anticlinals covered by debris. 
that runin a general northeast and 
southwest course and are from 150 to 
200 yards apart. Between these antic- 
linals isa sharp synclinal, and it is 
more than probable that some of the 
bauxite deposits of the anticlinals, as 
irregular startified seams, are con- 
nected, or are continuous, under the 
surface, across the synclinal trough. 
{he largest limonite and clay depos- 
its of this immediate section are in 
the synclinal trough, and it is believ- 
ed that future developments will show 
the largest bauxite deposits to be also 
in the trough. The bauxite, in places 
at least, is on the top of a friable 
sandstone and under or in the lower 

art of an unctuous clay. Thelimon- 
lower part of this unctuous clay. In 
places, however, there 
seemingly on the top of the limonite, 


and in still other places it occurs in 
the clay as large masses and as small 


nodular concyetions. The Calhoun 


deposits, in the few shallow cuts that 


have been made upon them, also ap- 
pear to be on the top of a sharp anti 


clinal. The Oleburn deposit has never 
been dug into and shows only as a 


few loose bowlders on the surface. 


The Alabama bauxites have not as 


yet been dug into sufficiently to en- 
able even a rough approximate esti 
mate to be formed as to their quan. 
tity, still enough has been done on 


the Cherokee deposit to show that 


they alone have in them an immense 
amount of ore. They show onthe - 
in limonite old diggings to the dept 
of 75 feet. Inone limonite old digg- 
ing, the Dykes Bank proper, the baux- 
ite, as an irregular seam about 60 feet 
thick, shows from the top to the bot 
tom of the digging about 75 feet deep. 
This isthe only place in which the 
full thickness is shown, though in 
half a dozen other places from a few 
feet to 50 feet in thickness of it can be 
geen. It has been seen by the writer 
at intervals on both of the anticlinals 
for a distunce of about one and a half 
miles, and it is said to show at inter- 
vals on both anticlinals fora distance 
of nearly five miles. 

The Calhoun deposits show atinter- 
vals ina north northeast and south 
southwest course for about 250 yards. 
They have not been dug into suffici- 
ently to show either the thickness or 
even the quality of the ore. Inone 
of the pits or trenches, however, a 
thickness of about 25 feet of ore can 
be seen. 

The Alabama bauxites are mostly 
concretionary or pisolitic, though 
some of them are earthy or clay-like. 
The eyes or concretions are usually of 
the size of a smal! pea, though some- 
times they get to be irregular concre- 
tionary nodules of some two inches in 
diameter. The earthy or clay-like 
variety has often a metallic ring. The 
Alabama bauxites are of white, red, 
and gray colors, 

The Cherokee bauxite, in car load

samples as sent to the manufacturers 
is said to have about the following 
approximate analysis: 

Alumina, from 50% to 60%. 

Ferric oxide, about 2°75%, 

Water, from 25% to 30%. 

Insoluble matter, principally silica, 
about 7%. 

Titanic acid, from 2% to 3%. 

The analysis shows the Cherokee 
ores to be of very fine quality. They 
carry, as said by the manufacturers, 
& somewhat smaller percentage of 
alumina than do the Baux, or Fronce 
ores with which they come in compe- 
tition, but that they are more soluble 
and hence are more valuable. 

Up to date only about 5,000 tons of 
bauxite has ever been shipped from 
Alabama. Ithas gone to Philadel- 
phia and Natrona, Penn., and toSyra- 
cuse, Buffalo and Brookiyn, N. Y., 
and to other places, It has been used 
principally for the manufacture of 
alum by the sulphuric acid method. 
The Alabama ores cannot be laid 
down in the above markets as cheap 
ly as the Baux ores, and hence, if it 
was not for their superiority, they 
could not compete at all withthe 
Baux ores. As it is, the profits are 
said to be small, and so it is not like- 
ly that the bauxite industry of Ala- 
bama will become very great until a 
home market is created for the ore. 
This,it is hoped, will soon be the case, 
asan aluminium plant is said to be 
under way near Rome, Ga.

Increased Use of Commercial Fertil- 
izers. 


The Atlanta Constitution says: If 
the amount of fertilizers sold in 
Georgia each year can be taken into 
account in the estimation of the cot- 
ton acreage for that year, then there 
is a vastincrease this year over the 
acreage of last season. 

According to the tigures kept by 
Mr, Howlett Joiner, of the agricultu- 
ral department of the state, 300,000 
tons of fertilizers have been sold in 
the state this year. At least that 
many tons have been inspected in the 
state. 

Last year there was but little more 
than half that amount sold in Geor- 
gia, and, as everybody knows, the 
cotton acreage was away off last year. 

The farmers, with an organized 
method, went about the work of re 
ducing the acreage last year. They 
held meetings here and there, not 
only in the state of Georgia, but all 
over the South, and the result was 
that the acreage was so much re 
duced tnat the price of cotton bounded 
away up yonder at the beginng of the 
season. ; 

With the small acreage of last year 
only 196,342 tons were inspected by 
the chemists at the department of 
agriculture for Georgia. 

With the 300,000 tons inspected this 
year, it is easy to see if this means 
anything it means that the cotton 
acreage this year is nearly double

Very extensive speculative — 
tions in Zanzibar cloves nave been 
going on from time to time, culmin- 
ating lately in an advance of 1d. per 
lb. on the rates quoted in 1892, but 
as arrivals are fast increasing, the 
total stock of 39.350 packages on the 
1st inst., is heavier than that of a 
year since Amboyna and Penang 
cloves, a8 usual, are in a narrow com- 
pass, and in either sort few changes 
of importance have occurred. As 
gauged by the clearances for the past 
three months of the year, clove stalks 
have been of readier sale, and are

ered, the existing stock presents a 
comparative surpius of 285 tons. Sago 
flour, on the contrary, has been in 
greatly diminished supply within the 
last three months, but, for want 


of a better demand, it can be 
bought at 1s to 2 less 
than was the case in the 


preceding re at 93 to 10a per 
ewt. All kinds of tapioca have been 
imported on a considerably reduced 
scale to what they were in the early 
quarter of 1892, and though the clear- 
ances have been of great extent, the 
stocks of flake as well as of pearl have 
been worked down to small dimen- 
sions; but ee all round bear 
traces of a decline as compared with 
what was obtainable at this time last 
year. Of tapioca flour the Landon 
stock is almost double that in 1892, 
while the value for the lowest quality 
is only half what it was then. The 
consignments of arrowroot hither 
have beeo far more plentiful than 
they were in the three opening 
months of 1892, causinga material 
accumulation of the quantities in 
warehouse, and prices have mostly 
had a drooping tendency—London 
Grocer.

Even though the past week has been 
one that has experienced almost 
all kinds of weather through- 
out the country, thus interupt- 
ing trade to a_ consider able 
extent. There has, however, at 
the close, suddenly sprung up abetter 
demand from the glass trade for 
delivery over next fire of both alkali 
and old process ash. Values, how- 
ever. do not show much improvement 
on the country, there is more signs of 
weakness, alkali being lower for 
shipment. The financial question 
at the moment is attracting the atten- 
tion of our merchants, who see in it 
signs of an approaching storm. It is 
to be hoped, however, that their fears 
are premature, and that the present 
condition of the horizon may be 
cleared of the clouds which now hang 
over it. There is a better demand for 
bleaching powder for futtre delivery, 
but agents are not disposed to offer 
at the moment, The other light 
chemicals show few changes, as noted 
below. In their letter Messrs. P. R. 
Me Quie & Son, of Liverpool, say: 
“Weare only just recovering from 
the Easter holidays, and having ex- 
perienced brilliant weather, a lot of 
men still show the effects of having 
‘been in the sun.’ I wouldo’t insinu- 
ate the popular meaning of the 
purase. though all the same there is 
astrong disposition to reeent much 
collar work as yet, and business to- 
day is decidedly slow. The real tone, 
however, shows an improvement gen- 
erally, and people begin to realize 
that bad trade won't last forever. 
Chemicals are somewhat iractive, 
chlorate of potash being atrifle easier 
at 8%@8%d spot 8%d May-June and 
7%@i%d July-Dec. Bleach issteady 
aud uuchanged. Soda ash is without 
alteration. No new companies afloat. 
Oils are rather firmer. Nitrate of 
soda is strong on the spot, but weak 
for late sailings.”’ 


Heavy Chemicals. 


Carbonated Soda Ash.—During the 
week there has been an improved de- 
mand for future shipments extending 
over next fire. Sales are reported of 
1,500 tons of 48% at a price delivered 
in the West but not made public at 
present. For jobbing parcels they 
are asking 1 35@1 40c as to quantity. 
Hizh test is also in better request for 
future delivery, with sales reported 
ef 500 tons at 1 2'@l1 25c as to quan- 
tity and date of shipment. 

Alkali.—There have been several 
arrivals to hand during the week, all 
of which, however, are deliveries 
upon existing contracts. There has 
beep considerable done in contracts 
extending over next fire, about 2,000 
tons of B. M. 48% was placed at 
1 20@125e as to style of packing. 
High test bas also received its share 
of attention, with salea reported of 
1,500 tons for delivery over next fire, 
at 1 15@1 20c as to style of packing. 
An offer of 1c was declined for a fur- 
ther lot of 1,000 tons, ‘The other high 
test alkalies are meeting with the 
usual demand at 1 20@1 25c as to 
quantity and make, but to place a 
round lot this price would have to be 
shaded. 

Caustic Soda.—About the only busi- 
ness which is being done at the mo- 
ment is deliveries upon existing con- 
tracts. Very few new ones are being 
made, for the reason that about all 
the large consumers have already 
contracted for this year’s wants. A 
fair jobbing trade isin progress for 
spot goods, all of which is satistied at 
prices ranging from 2 70@2 85c, as to 
test and quanti'y. 

Crystal Carbonate.—In the absence 
of availabie supplies on the spot the 
bulk of. the business passing at the 
moment is confined tu future ship- 
ments, with sales reported of 75 tons 


at 1 95@2c, as to quantity and date of 
slLioment. 

Salt Cake.—Considerable inquiry is 
reported for contracts extending over 
next fire, but as buyers’ views are 
not above 60c makers here decline 
for the present to enter into negotia- 
tions. Sales are reported of 100 tons 
spot at 63c f.0.b. Foreign makes 
are in better request for future de- 
livery, with sales reported of 200 tons 
for July August shipment at a price 
equal to about 62c, 

Sal Soda —Stocks for prompt deliv- 
ery are getting scarce. as some of the 
domestic makers have stopped making 
as they usually do during warm 
weather. Values n consequence, are 
firm at 95c f, 0. b. 1ess the usual dis- 
count, with sales of 200 tons reported, 
Foreign makes, owing to a higher 
market abroad, are not being pressed 
for sale on this market atthe moment. 
Shipments are held firm at 95@97\%c 
as to quantity, while for store parcels 
1@1 05c is named. 

Bleaching Powder.—As the warm 
weather approaches there is more dis- 
position on the part of holders of soft 
wood goods to get rid of their sur- 
pluss stocks on the spot. Sales are re- 
ported of 150 cusks at 2@2 26c, as to 
quantity and holder. Au offerof 2 15c 
was declined for 50 tons per month 
June forward to end of year of soft 
woods. For hard wood packages there 
isa good demand with sales of 275 
casks reported at 2%@2%c, as to 
quantity, brand and hoider. Future 
contracts extending over balauce of 
the year are not being offered by the 
agents of the United Alkali Co., for 
the present. 

Acids. 

Acetic Acid.—Makers all report an 
increased demand, both for promt 
and for May delivery. Stocks in con- 
sequence are very much reduced.

POTATO STARCH, CERTAIN 80 CALLED Fa- 
RINA. 


In the matter of the protest of O, 
G. Hempstead & Son, against the de- 
cision of the collector of customs at 
Philadelphia as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on cer- 
tain so-called farina, imported No- 
vember 2, 1892, the following is the 
opinion by General ‘er Lunt: 

The merchandise in this case was 
imported at Philadelphia, November 
2, 1892, and assessed for duty at 2 
cents per pound under paragraph 828, 
N. T., and free entry is claimed for 
the same as farina under paragraph 
565, N. T. 

Said merehandise is not farina, but 
is potato starch or a preparation pro- 
duced from some other substances, 
and fit for use as starch. 

The protest is overruled. 





CAPSICUM OR CHILLIES, CRUDE, 


In the matter of the protest of D. 
P. Cruikehank, against the decision 
of the collector of customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain capsi- 
cums, chillies, etc., imported June 18, 
1892, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Skarretts : 

We find that the merchandise in 
this case is capsicum or chillies, ina 
crude state, and that said merchan- 
dise is edible. 

The appellant claims the same is 
entitled to free entry under paragraph 
> N. T., as drugs or spices not ed- 

e. 

The collector assessed duty on the 
merchandise at 2% cents per pound 
under paragraph 326 as cayenne Pep- 
per. unground. In G. A. 793 the 

oard decided that capsicum or chilli 
inacrude state was not entitled to 
free entry under paragraph 660. Upon 
review of that case the United States 
circuit court for the southern district 
of New York affirmed the decision of 
the board. We therefore overrule 
this protest, and the collector’s de- 
cision stands, 





NATURAL MINERAL (SPRUDEL) WATER, 
AND BOTTLES CONTAINING SAME. 

In the matter of the protest of Carl 
Grubnan, against the decision of the 
collector of customs at Philadelphia 
as to the rate and amount: of duties 
chargeable on certain natural mine- 
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The merchandise covered by this 
rotest is invoiced as and claimed to 
e fusel oil. It was imported at New 

York October 8, 1891, and assessed for 
duty at 25 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 76, N. T. The importer 
claims the same to be dutiable at 10 
per cent. ad valorem as fusel oil, pro- 
vided for in paragraph 42, N. T. 

Upon the special report of the 
United States chemist, we find that 
said merchandise is not fusel oil. 

The chemist reports that in his 
opinion the sample consists of a mix- 
ture of alcdhols other than ethyl alco- 
hol, in which the boiling point of the 
several components varies from 85 
to 100° C.; that it differs from the fu- 
sel oil of commerce in color and odor, 
and is not amylic alcohol or fusel oil. 


The claim of the importer is not 
supported by any evidence before us, 
and the protest is overruled.
